Dear  Sir: 


It  has  been  thought  advisable,  in  view  of  the  present  un¬ 
settled  conditions,  to  suspend  the  ordinary  activities  of  the  Club 
during  the  current  year*  The  annual  dinner  last  Winter  was  necessarily 
abandoned,  since  it  was  evident  that  no  representative  gathering  could 
be  successfully  attempted.  It  is  now  proposed  to  withhold  the  next 
issue  of  the  Club  Directory  until  1916,  and  for  the  present  defer  any 
business  meeting  unless  circumstances  ddvelop  which  seem  to  render  one 
necessary  or  sjn  active  demand  is  expressed  by  the  Members  to  hold  one* 

This  does  not,  however,  imply  that  all  activities  have 
been  discontinued,  but  rather  that  our  work  has  been  diverted  to  meet 
more  urgent  responsibilities.  These  have  been  laid  before  the  Club 
members  in  previous  letters  of  the  Secretary.  It  is  a  matter  of 
satisfaction  in  this  connection  to  realize  that  the  Club  has  succeeded 
in  giving  very  material  aid  to  the  Empire  during  the  past  months.  Many 
of  our  members  (especially  from  the  Canadian  side  of  the  border)  are 
personally  engaged  at  the  front,  others  have  rendered  valuable  help  in 
more  indirect  but  not  less  useful  ways  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 

It  happened  that  representatives  acting  in  name  of  the 
Club  were  enabled  to  inaugurate  a  most  important  movement  for  the  public 
benefit  early  last  autumn,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  those  members  who 
asstimed  the  responsibility  for  this  movement  until  such  time  as  it  was 
ttiken  over  by  a  more  widely  representative  body  and  to  those  who  assisted 
by  their  financial  support. 

We  earnestly  request  all  members  to  continue  to  afford  us 
all  theassistance  in  their  power  by  their  active  support. 

The  Committee  feel  more  than  ever  that  the  Club  during  the 
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short  period  since  its  foundation  has  Justified  the  aims  which  "brought 
it  into  existence.  The  Club’s  mission,  however,  is  only  possible  if 
tt  has  the  active  sympathy  and  support  of  all  the  members.
